UNWARRANTED LENIENCY 


RECENTLY two men named McGuire 


and Alcorn, who were charged with burg- 
lar\, at the Acacia Hotel and elsewhere 
in Colorado Springs, were arrested in 
Denver and brought to this city for trial. 
The offense charged against them was 
grand larcenv, uhich i^ punishable by ,t 
penitentiary sentence. 
But the District 


Attorney saw fit to show extraordinary 
leniency, and the complaint wta& changed 
from burglary to petty larceny* The men 
pleaded guilty and were given suspended 
sentences of six months jn jail, which 
probably means that the> will be released 
on payment of the costs. 


It is extremely doubtful \v hether there 


is either justice or wisdom in thus extend- 
ing clemency to contessed criminals. 
If 


the criminal law is ot any value it must 
be executed to the letter, save in those 
rare cases where extraordinary circum- 
stances 
justify its modification 
bv 
the 


courts. 
It is a disgraceful tact that in the 


United States crime 
i^ more prevalent 


than in an> other civili/ed countrv, and 
nobody disputes that the reason therefrr 
is the prevalent laxitv of the court*; jn the 
enforcement of the law. 
\\hoever com- 


mits a crime does M> with full knowl- 
edge of the nature and consequences of 
his deed, and unless there 1-5 special rea- 
son for clemency he should be made to pay 
the full penalty provided by law. To gi^e 
.* thief his liberty with no other penalty 
than the cosB of hb trial, or to give him 
a light jail sentence when the law makes 
his crime a penal offense, is nothing less 
than an incentive to further crime.
